guilty of something like heartless mockery in employing the 


yhrase “ Homes of the Poor.” What better reason have we 
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in countless instances, to desecrate that word by using it to 
describe the places in which hard-working labourers and 
hungry proletaires lie down to rest, than we have so to 
designate the dens, holes, lairs, burrows, in which the brates 
thelter themselves from inclement skies? Many of them, 
indeed, we can hardly call dwellings—for the wretched tenants 
do little more than find nightly lodging in them, except 
when their physical energies are laid prostrate by one or other 
of the various forms of epidemic disease that incessant!y hover 
ever their crowded haunts, Employ what phrases we will, 
however, the housing of the poorer classes of our w rkp2ople, 
whether in town or country, is a foul blot upon the other wise 
fair fame of England—a state of things indicating a hideous 
flaw in our social arrangements—a perpetual uleerous sore 
which, if not absolutely dangerous, establishes an exhaustive 
Grain upon the physical and moral health of the nation, and

Who shonld, in fairness, be held responsible for this evil, 
nurse if not the parent of so many others, y 
to inquire than how it may be remedied.

On the other haad, it wold be my da‘y to ask for grarantess 
which are indispensable to secure Mexico against the dangers whica threaten 
her integrity and independence. 

Should these guarantees be obtained and the universal vote of the natioa be

The following is a summarised account of the two days’ battle :— | 


At eleven on the morning of the 19th ult. the Confederates attacked 
General Rosencranz near Chickamanga Creek. A fierce musketry 
engagement ensued, the woody nature of the ground preventing the use 
of artillery. Early in the engagement the Confederates captured five 
guns of the celebrated Loomas battery. Fierce fighting continued 
till two o'clock in the afternoon, when the Federal centre was pushed, 
broken, and retreated in disorder, pursned by the Confederates, who 
were, however, afterwards checked and driven back. The Confede- 
yates then drove General Davis's division back with heavy loss, cap- 
turing every gun of the 8th Indiana Regiment. Davis, however, 
euececded in rallying his forces and re-took his guns. General 
Reynolds's division suffered severely, but maintained its position. 
Palmer’s division lost two guns, Van Cleve’s division lost ground 
and did not regain its position. 
after dark. At its termination both armies are said to have occupied 
the same ground as at the commencement. The Federals captured ten 
puns and Jost seven, 

At ten a.m. on Sunday Thomas's division, which held the 
left of Rosencranz’s line, was assailed with great fury, and was very 
shortly compelled to call for reinforcements, and at noon he was 
foreed to retire.

The whole of M‘Cook’s corps, except the divisions | 


of Sheridan and Davis, was then withdrawn from the right, where a | 


portion of it was in the line of battle, and from the centre, where it 
was in reserve, and sent to Thomas's support. Its place in the centre 
was filled as well as it could be by the divisions of Sheridan and 
Davis. This change had been no sooner effected than a furious 
«enslaught was made on the centre, and Sheridan and Davis were 
criven off the ground in disorder, borne down by superior force, and 
were not rallied and brought into action again for some hours, 
‘Thomas found his right flank thus exposed, and made his dispositions 
accordingly, and received and repulsed attack after attack until night- 
fall, He retired during the night towards Rossville, bringing off all 
his wounded. 


On the following afternoon, according to one account, the Con- | 


federates attacked General Thomas, but were repulsed, and Thomas 
proceeded to Chattanooga, where Rosencranz had concentrated his 
forces and was awaiting reinforcements. 

General Rosencranz telegraphed to Washington on the night of the 
23rd that he could not be dislodged from his position.

THE EARTHQUAKE, 


On Tuesday morning, about half-past three, the central and western 
parts of England were shaken by an earthquake. Comparing the 
various reports received from the districts over which the wave of 
agitation travelled, we gather that the shocks were as nearly as possible 
simultaneous from Milford Haven to Burton-on-Trent, and from the 
Mersey to Plymouth. The sky appears to have been clear and the 
air still, an observation quite consistent with the experience of 
travellers in countries where earthquakes are most frequent and 
violent. The shocks were in many if not in most places unaccom- 
panied by any subterranean noise. In all the effects were about the 
same—the furniture was shaken in houses, gates rattled, and high 
buildings oscillated alarmingly, but no actual damage was done. In

ceeded, The shock seems to have been general throughout a large 
stretch of country, embracing South Staffordshire and parts of 
Warwick and Worcestershire. 

One of the correspondents of a Birmingham paper says that at the 
time of the shock he was lying in bed awake, when he heard a sound 
as of the rushing of a very strong wind, which had scarcely subsided 
when it was succeeded by a smothered rumbling which caused his 
bedroom window to rattle. The sound, he adds, increased in 
intensity, and immediately he felt a swaying, rocking, or undulatory 
motion, inducing nausea. Another correspondent says the motion, 
which was very palpable, appeared more like an upheaving than an 
oscillatory movement; while a third felt a rocking under his bed, 
and experienced a sensation as of standing upon the platform of a 
railway station while an express-train is passing. Another finds his 
bed “ upheaved ;” another his bed “shaken ;” a third hears a sound 
as of kettle-drums in the distance; a fourth finds his windows 
rattling; a fifth hears all the bells in his house ringing; a sixth 
fancies there is thunder in the distance. 

A gentleman residing at Smallheath, one of the suburbs of 
Birmingham, gives the following description of his experience 
of the shock :—“I was first startled by a sudden crash, which was 
quickly followed without intermission by a slightly rolling motion 
not unlike that of a railway train. The windows of my bedroom 
rattled as though some person was violently shaking them, and the 
furniture of the room shook as if somebody had brushed against each 
separate article. The shock lasted probably about three seconds, and 
then—though, perhaps, only by force of contrast—there seemed to be 
a preternatural quietness. I did not notice any gust of wind before 
the shock ; but the incidents of the shock itself were so distinctly 
marked, that even at the time I had no doubt about its character.” 

At Wolverhampton the alarm was universal, and the impression of 
many in that important manufacturing town was that a terrible boiler 
explosion had taken place. 

n Walsall, Wednesbury, Darlaston, Cannock, and other districts

where the shock caused a small fracture in the brickwork of a glass 
manufactory. 

At Wordsley the shock appears to have been remarkably severe. 
The Rev. R. B. Girdlestone writes as follows to a local ri 
“Last night I was awakened about 3.15 by a shock which made the 
whole house quiver; the bed shook violently, the windows rattled, 
The effects of the first shock 
had hardly subsided when a second followed it, with a sound as of a 
heavy explosion beneath the cellars, which made the house shake 
from the bottom to the top. 

At Derby, Worcester, Hereford, and Gloucester the subterranean 
noises and the shakings of the earth were also comparatively severe. 
At Hereford, indeed, several chimneys are said to have been thrown 
down. “ The policemen on duty,” says a correspondent writing from

Near the 
Castle Green large trees were also perceived as it were in a condition 
of fearful agitation, and a police-officer on duty in that neighbour- 
hood was compelled to rath to a gatepost to support himself, the 
earth throwing him backwards and forwards.” 

A gentleman writes to us from Monmouth as follows :—“ A violent 
shock of an earthquake was felt here on Tuesday morning last, at 
3.30, causing great consternation to many of the inhabitants, Persons 
were rocked in their beds by the oscillations; and Mr. Matthews, 
grocer, Church-street, on going down to his shop found the floor 
strewed with goods shaken off the window-shelves. This visitation 
was attended by a sudden and powerful detonation, resembling the 
bocming of distant artillery.” 

In Bristol the phenomenon was not made manifest in a very striking 
manner, some persons noticing it, and alarge number being entirely 
ignorant of anything unusual taking place. 

On both sides of the Bristol Channel the shocks appear to have 
been felt with more or less distinctness, 

In Swansea noises were heard which were supposed to be the 
booming of guns, and the vibrations around Mumble Head lasted a 
considerable time, and created the utmost consternation. A local 
paper says :—“ Throughout Swansea and Sketty, and all along the 
seacoast, numbers of individuals testify to the noises which the 
vibrations of the earthquake induced. At Haverfordwest several 
persons felt the shocks of the earthquake. At Lianelly many persons 
were aroused from their beds between three or four in the morning 
by the sudden plunging about of household furniture, glasses, &c.” 

“At Taunton the utmost alarm was created by the earthquake and 
the noise which accompanied it, and a large number of persons betook 
themselves to the streets and open spaces to escape being crushed by 
the fall of buildings which they anticipated, 

The trembling of the earth and noises were felt with great intensity 
in Exeter and along the South Devon coast, causing everywhere con- 
siderable alarm. 

Shocks were also felt in Leicester and Sheffield, but apparently with 
nothing like the severity observable elsewhere. . 

From Nottingham Mr. Haythorn writes, describing the rocking of 
his bed and the entire house on the occasion of the earthquake. He 
says -—“ The movement was very easy, and similar to that experienced 
on board a steam-versel when first put in motion. 1 at once concluded 
there had been an earthquake. It was then 3.20, starlight, but not 
any wind, ncr any noise afterwards. I think it probable there had 
been a previcus k, as the cause of my being awoke. My s'st«r, 





in an adjoining room, was also awakened by the windows shaking ; 
but I can hear of none of my neighbours having perceived anything 
of the kind,” 

In London and the suburbs the shock was also felt. 

Mr. Hinde writes as follows from Mr. Bishop’s observatory, 
Twickenham :—“It appeared to me that the oscillatory motion was 
from E.N.E. to W.S.W., lasting three seconds, or rather less. I heard 
no sound whatever after the shock ; but cannot say positively whether 
any preceded it. The sky was partially clear at the time, and the air 
perfectly still. The sensation produced by the tremor was very 
peculiar, and different from that of ordinary vibration.” 

From the Beeston Observatory, near Nottingham, Mr. Lowe thus 
writes :—“ A smart shock of an earthquake was felt here this morning, 
at 3.30. Many persons awoke from the shaking of their beds aud 
windows. At the time the sky was cloudless, the wind west, barome*er 
stationary, and the temperature 31 deg. The motion of the earthquake 
pendulum at this observatory was from W.N.W. to E.S.E., and the 
displacement of chalk by the 30-ft. rod was half an inch, the index- 
needle moving the chalk so as to leave an oval, or rather a lengthen 
oval, hole. There must have been at least two shocks, as numerous 
letters describe the time as both 2.35 a.m. and 3.30 am, Taat th 
latter was the time of a severe lateral shock is certain, as the zero 
pencils on my atmospheric recorder marked the paper in aremarkable 
manuer at that hour.” 

Mr. Charles Dickens, writing from his residence, Gad’s-hill-place, 
Kent, thus vividly records his observation of the earthquake shock :— 
“]T was awakened by a wolent swaying of my bedstead from side to 
side, accompanied by a singular heaving motion. It was exactly as if 
some great beast had been crouching asleep under the bedstead and 
were now shaking itself and trying to rise. The time by my waich 
was twenty minutes past three, and I suppose the shock to have 
lasted nea sy a minute. The bedstead, a large iron one, standing 
nearly north and south, appeared to me to be the only piece of 
furniture in the room that was heavily shaken. Neither the doors 
nor the windows rattled, though they rattle enough in windy 
weather, this house standing alone, on high ground, in the neighbour- 
hood of two great rivers. There was no noise. The air was very 
still, and much warmer than it had been in the earlier part of the 
night. Althongh the previous afternoon had been wet, the glass had 
not fallen. I had mentioned my surprise at its standing near the 
letter ‘i’ in ‘ Fair,’ and having a tendency to rise. It is recorded in 
the second volume of the Philosophical Transactions that the glass 
stood high at Oxford when an earthquake was felt there in September, 
1683,” 

Most accounts describe the shaking as from east to west; a writer 
from Cheltenham, however, says it was from south to north, All 
accounts agree that the night was calm. About ten years ago a shock 
was experienced in the same part of England, but it was of a upheav- 
ing, and not of a shaking, character, or accompanied with a noise. 

rs. Somerville, in her “ Physical Geography,” says that no fewer 
than 255 earthquakes have taken place in Great Britain. This 
country has, however, suffered but little from earthquakes within the 
memory of man. One which was felt throughout England occurred 
in 1089 ; a shock was “severely felt” at Lincoln in 1142 ; another was 
felt throughout England in 1274; and “the ever known” in 
this country happened on the 14th of November, 1828. An earth- 
quake was felt in London in 1580, when part of St. Paul’s and the 
temple churches fell; and another shock was “severely felt” in 
Ireland in 1690,

On Thursday week a thunderstorm of considerable severity 
paesed over Colvend, The farmhouse of Portling was struck by the lightning 
snd nearly destroyed.

although they were leaning on or standing by articles which were shattered 
around them, not one of them was killed—only a young woman had her left 
arm scorched, and a boy had a clog taken off his foot ; another young woman 
had a letter which she was reading snatched out of her hand, and a steel hoop, 
which she had in her dress, completely torn out. The escape of the famity 
smid all this wreck and rain was truly marvellous. This is now the third 
cottage in Colvend which we remember to have been struck with lightning 
within the past rye but never before did we witness such a rain as 
may now be seen at Portling.— Dum/ries Courier.

The 
estimated value of these 
captures is 4,200,000 
dols.” 

The Confederate 
cruiser Tuscaloosa, Lieu- 
tenant Low, commander, 
formerly the Conrad, of 
Philadelphia, captured 
by the Alabama, and 
converted by Captain 
Semmes into a tender 
to his ship, put into 
Simon's Bay two days 
before the Alabama ar- 
rived there, for the pur- 
pose of refitting. She 
carries two guns and 
ten men before the mast. 
About fourteen days before she fell in with the American ship Sautee, 
bound from Rangoon to Falmouth, and captured her; but, as the 
vessel was laden with cargo belonging to British owners, she .was 
allowed to proceed on giving a bond for 150,000 dollars. A few days 
afterwards the Tuscaloosa fell in with the American China clipper- 
ship Snow Squall, 800 tons, homeward bound... It was blowing hard 
at the time; and the Tuscaloosa having fired at the Snow Squall 
without bringing her to, made chase ; but the latter, being the fastest 
sailer, escaped. : ‘ 

On Sunday afternoon, Aug. 16, the Confederate steamer Georgia, 
Captain Maury, entered Simon’s Bay for coals and repairs. She 
appears (says the Argus) to be an ordinary iron-built packet-boat, 
certainly not intended for a fighting craft ; but, having a good crew, 
and being armed with two Whitworth rifled guns aft, one large 56-gun 
forward, and two 32s on her quarter-deck, and, being a fast sailer, is 
well suited to capture merchant ships, and run from war-vessels of 
superior armament but inferior speed. We are indebted to one of her 
officers for a history of the vessel and her exploits. The Georgia was 
built by Messrs. Denny and Co., of Greenock. Her officers joined 
her off Ushant Island on the 9th of April, on which day she finished 
getting her armament on board, hauled down the English, and ran up 
the Confederate flag. She then put to sea. On the 25th of April 
she captured the ship Dictator, of New York, bound to Shanghai 
with coal. After burning the Dictator she proceeded to the Cape de 
Verd Islands to land her prisoners. As she got into the entrance of 
the harbour of St. Vincent she discovered a man-of-war with the 
American colours flying, put about, and went to the north side of 
the island, where she lay until dark, and then stood out for 
sea. On the 13th of May she arrived in Bahia, where the Alabama 
was lying at the time. From Bahia she proceeded down the South 
American coast. Off Cape Frio, in sight of land, she captured the 
George Griswold, which vessel had a British cargo on board, and was 
therefore bonded. The Georgia then proceeded to the island of 
Trinidad, on her way capturing the barque Good Hope, of Boston, 
bound to Agulhas, with a general cargo. Her captain had died 
some days before, and his body, being preserved in salt, Captain 
Maury had brought on board the Georgia, read the funeral service 
over it, and committed it to the deep. During the service the 
barque J. W. Sever hove in sight, and was chased by the Georgia. 
She was from Boston, bound to the Amoor river with machinery 
for the Russian Government. The prisoners of the Good Hope were 
put on board and she was bonded. On June 18 the Georgia arrived 
at the Island of Trinidad. On June 25 she captured the ship 
Constitution, of New York, laden with coal for Shanghai, made a 
prize of her, and took her in to the island. On July 28 the Georgia 
captured the ship City of Bath, of Bath, from Callao to Antwerp: 
the cargo being neutral, she was bonded, and the prisoners of the 
Constitution were put on board her, On July 16 the Georgia captured 
the ship Prince of Wales, 
of Bath, from Valparaiso,

They could not accuse us of causing a bad harvest this 
time, because there has been a good one; and though, as a 
general rule, a lie might not stand in the way of an impassioned 
patriot, the fact was too patent to the class of men who must 
have assembled, Even a patriot, lying, requires a semblance 
of probability for his inventions, Nor could they say that 
England had caused bad weather; that, again, 
matter within the knowledge of the meeting.

Well, the protest has been made from the top of the Tipperary 
mountain, and England, up to the present time, does not seem 
much the worse, We should be false to our own convictions 
if we said that we believed the protest had caused the little 
earthquake. Nor can we conscientiously say that we recognise 
any other result of the how! raised on that hill, In the days 
of the Greeks things were different, and we all know that 
Achilles did but shout three times and the whole Trojan army 
ran away, except those who in the confusion stuck themselves 
on their own spears: or got under their own chariots, Not 
such awful effects bave followed the yell from Tipperary.

SOCIAL SCTENCE CONGRESS AT EDINBURGH. 


The seventh annual meeting of the National Association for the Promotion 
of Social Science was opened at Edinburgh on Wednesday. A sermon was 
preached at two o'clock, by the Rev. Dr. Arnot, in St, Giles's Church. In the 
evening there was a full meeting in the Free Church Assembly Hall, which 
was densely crowded to hear the opening address of Lord Brougham, the 
president of the association. 

Lord Brovgham, who was most enthusiastically received, commenced his 
address by referring to the losses which the association had sustained by the 
death of Sir Benjamin Brodie and Sir James Stephen. As evidence of the 
progress which social science had made in other countries, his Lordship 
referred to the Emperor of Russia emancipating the serfs in that 
country; but be said it was painfal to find that the scenes exhibited 
in Poland made it too likely that with his succession to the throne 
the character of the Emperor of Russia had undergone a change. He 
expressed a hope that, though the sufferings of Poland were deeply to be 
lamented, and though the conduct of her bpm “was strongly to be cen- 
sured, the universal opinion of Bw might avail to obtain redress for her 
without any hostile interference. occupation of Mexico, he said, was 
likely to produce an uneasy feeling im the now, unhappily, disunited 
States of America, and might, by no remote possibility, lead to an amicable 
intercourse with the South, not, perhaps, against the North, but in formal 
recognition of the secession and in breach of the blockade. The term “ civil 
war was, he maintained, now hardly applicable to the miserable contest 
in America. Each party sought to cast on the other the heavy blame of 
breaking the peace. On one side was the wicked allegation of property in 
human beings; on the other, the hollow pretext of making war to free 
America of slavery, her shame and her curse, as all except slaveowners 
admitted it to be—hollow, we might well call it, for those who proclaimed 
emancipation confessed that it was a measure of hostility to the whites and 
designed to produce slave insurrection, from which the much-enduring nature 
of the unhappy negro saved the country. The feeling towards England which 
prevailed among the American people, though arising from the excess of 
national vanity and ite kindred envy, was certainly in part the remains 
of the old quarrel that led to the separation. We were hated and 
despired— neither feeling was at all reciprocal, but among our kinsfolk it 
prevailed in a degree almost amounting to mental aberration. It could hardly 

accounted for without recurring to the ancient grudge of the American 
war ; and it illustrated the soundness of the view taken by those who had 
most considered the great subject of colonial icy—that we must so govern 
our settlements as to prepare for a on friendly terms, always

ECHOES OF THE WEEK. 


THE carthquake! The “sickening surge of the earth-wave,” as ons 
sentimental penny-a-liner has described the astonishing vibration ant 
oscillation of Tuesday morning—the earthquake is on everybody's 
lips throughout the length and breadth of this land. Quiet people 
who went to bed on Monday night in blissful ignorance as to the 
earth's crust and the seas of molten metal or red-hot lava which may 
be simmering beneath it woke up the next morning to be told that 
England forms a link in the chain of the great volcanic belt, and ia 
connected, somehow, with Mount Hecla and the Lipari Islands. 
Science will have its say over the late phenomenon ; and a multitude of 
voices will darken counsel. Pert sciolists will settle the why and the 
wherefore of Nature's upheaving, and flippant savants will tell us 
wrecisely what the earthquake might have done and what it didn't do. 

ye should not be —— if the theory of earthquakes became one 
of the “ ologies.” ‘hose of humbler minds will be content to 
acknowledge that they can possibly know nothing about the matter, 
and will resolve all their doubts into one reverent aspiration—“ Thy 
will be done !” 

Of the shoals of letters which the occurrence has brought forth, 
that addressed to the Zimes by Mr, Charles Dickens is the most 
remarkable and the most intelligent. Mr. Dickens discusses, with 
his usval felicitous particularity, the sensations he experienced and 
the extent to which — felt the shock lying in bed at his house at 
Gadshill, near Rochester. It is not, however, for the purpose of 
analysing his account of the earthquake that we allude to it. We 
notice it in consequence of a curious coincidence between the won ler- 
fully graphic image Mr. Dickens gives of the shock upon himself and 
one of the finest passages in Milton's “Ode on the Nativity.” The 
great prose writer says, “ It was exactly as though some great beast 
had been crouching asleep under the bedstead and were now shaking 
itself and trying to rise.” Now hear John Miltoa :— 

Th’ old Dragon underground 
In straighter limits bound, 

Not half so far casts his usurped sway, 
And, wroth to see his kingdom fail, 
Swindges the scaly horror of his folded tail 


The action of the pent-up “ Dragon underground” “swindging the 
scaly horror of his folded tail” in vain attempts to regain his liberty 
is precisely analogous to that of the great beast awakening from 
slumber, “shaking itself, and trying to rise.” It is not likely that 
Mr. Dickens had any remembrance of the Miltonic image when he 
so forcibly described his experience of the shock; and Milton waa 
certainly not thinking of an earthquake, but rather of the Principle 
of Evil, when he drew his image of the imprisoned dragon. The 
coincidence only proves the truth of the proverb that “ Les beaux 
esprits se rencontrent.” 

Next to the marvels of the subterranean, the marvels of the 
empyrean. M. Nadar, the caricaturist-photographer’s monster 
balloon, “ Le Géant,” which was entirely to revolutionise the science 
of aerostation, has really made an ascent from the Champ de Mars, 
at Paris. “Le Géant” is, after all, only to be considered as the fore- 
runner to the “screw balloons,” by means of which every man, 
according to M. Nadar, is to become his own aeronaut, and so emulate 
the celebrated Icarus and the fowls of the air. 

The “Géant” was to be a double balloon—one sphere of inflated 
silk within the other; nay, a triple one, for there was to be a 
“compensating balloon” attached to receive the gas as it escaped, 
and which it was deemed expedient to economise. It might, perhaps, 
have been more appropriately termed the “ Cerberus,” as containing 
“three gentlemen "—or balloons—in one. It was a two-storied 
balloon, and contained a photographer's studio and a printing-office.

A day or two ago General Peel was again in the presence of a rural 
assembly, and did not make so good a display by half. But then, this 
time he was backed by Lord Robert Montagu, who was sure to make 
up all deficiencies, if it was possible to do so, by glibly prattling out the 
results of some studies of the week before, which is a way that some 
rising, or rather trying-to-rise, young statesmen have with them, 
and which is certainly not wuntrod by the débonnaire Lord 
Robert. There is no doubt that this noble scion of an illustrious 
line works hard in his vocation of a member of the Lower House ; but, 
as yet, he has distinguished himself only by scintillations—sparks 
struck out here and there—and has by no means reached to a pervading 
blaze. He had improved a good deal last Session, and was evidently 
striving to get rid of a touch of dilettanteism which hung about him, 
his method seeming to be to speak louder and faster than was for- 
merly his wont. He is in palpable training, to his own satisfaction at 
least, for under-secretaryship. 

Mr. Bentinck, of West Norfolk (it is necessary to be thus specific 
because is another Mr. Bentinck, who is vigorously striving to 
hop into notoriety in the house), is apparently on a tour in his county. 
Last week we had to notice a speech of his, and again he calls for 
attention by his delivery of an exhaustive—in more senses than one— 
oration at King’s Lynn. There was no public topic on which he did 
not debate, and which he did not attenuate ; but he was really quaint, 
and exhibited all the qualities of perverse contradictoriness for which 
he is celebrated ; and, apropos of the American question, he produced 
astudied “mot,” to which we will do our little to procure that 
immortality which its author no doubt hoped to obtain for it. He 
laid it down that “humanity and civilisation are not compatible 
with democratic institutions.” 

It is with real regret that we find Mr. Henley stating to another 
Oxfordshire meeting before which he has appeared that he was so 
physically unable to attend as to be only able to crawl thither. He 
again talked, too, of his advancing years in a way which, to those 
who know him, verged on the pathetic. In these days of common- 
lace senatordom he could ill be spared in the House of Commons. 

n his speech he showed no want of vigour in pressing and illustrating 
his peculiar and in some degree eccentric opinions. He doubtless meant 
to make an impression when he argued that agriculture in its present 
improved condition owes nothing to free trade; but the question is, 
whether the farmers, who are said to be growing more knowing than 
their landlords, will readily accept that dogma. 

A quiet, sensible, argumentative address from Mr. Roebuck is 
worth speaking of, on the principle of negation. A lecture which 
showed with neatness and simplicity that education is a good thing 
was relieved by only one characteristic flash—when Mr. Roebuck 
defined his Radicalism to be a desire not to pull down those who are 
up to a level with those who are down, but to lift those who are down 
to a place beside those who are up. Was this doctrine ever 
broached, we wonder, in those confidential conversations at Vienna 
and Paris, which the incarnation of Radicalism and of Englishmen 
has had the privilege to hold with Emperors hereditary and 
plebicistical, to coin a word for the nonce ?

The Liverpool police last week apprehended a man, named 
James Anderson, who had a number of medals and insignia belonging to a 
K.C.B. in his poseession. They have since discovered that the articles were 
stolen from the house of General Sir Richard J. H, Birch, K.C.B., who resides 
at No. 1, Hyde Park-terrace, London. The robbery was committed on the 
20th of last month, the house being entered through a back window. The 
prisoner is under remand. 


At the Hartley Institute, Southampton, on Monday, the 
inavguration lecture, in accordance with the will of the foander, was delivered 
by Dr. Bond, the princi of the institute, before a numerous and highly 
respectable audience. His subject was the solar spectrum, and he traced the 
discoveries respecting the nature of light from the decomposition of the solar 
ray by Sir Isaac Newton to the recent experiments of the German philosophers, 
which have revealed the composition of the solar atmosphere.

MR. GLAISHER'S FIFTEENTH BALLOON ASCENT. 


an account of recent ascent from 
the fifteenth for scientific pur- 
poses. The report con matter of importance to scientific men, but 
general readers will also peruse it with interest on account of the ouriously 
minute and graphic picture he draws of the ever-shifting panorama of clou is 
into the bosom of which he ascended, and they will admire the courag», 
promptitude, and presence of mind which enabled him to pilot his way safely 
to the earth, in the midst of the storm of wind which blew as he descended, 
and which tore the large balloon almost into ribbons. 

Mr. Glaisher says his ascents have usually been made in the summor 
months, but it is desirable that they should be made at all seasons He 
ascended on the 3lst of March last (the time of the spring equinox), and the 
present accent was undertaken at the desire of the British Association, whe 
wished to have observations at the time of the autumnal equinox, for 
com parison. 

“ The balioon (says Mr. Glaisher) left at 7h. 43m. In two minutes we were 
500 ft. above the earth, 1000ft. at 7h. 47m., 2000 ft. at 7h. 52m., two miles 
at 8h. 50m., about 24 miles from Sh. 45m. to 9h. 8m., near 2} miles from 

lim, to 9h. 23m., and reached the highest point—viz., 34 miles—at 
vh. 33m. On descending we were 2} miles high from 9h. 33m. to 9h. 52m., 
2§ miles at 9h. 59m., two miles at 10h. 4m., 1} mile at 10h. 9m., one mile at 
wh. 13m., 3000ft. only at 10h. 15$m., 1000t%. at 10h. 23m., and on the 
ground at 10h. 30m 

“ On leaving the sky was cloudy, with the wind south-west, varying to west- 
south-west. On looking down there was a general miist ; higher up it appeared 
in very straight lines in some places and diffased in others. When a: the 
height of one mile, although we had passed throngh no clouds, a general layer 
of clouds was below and clouds were very high above. The balloon was quite 
ull at a mile in height. Above this there were a few faint gleams of light. 
On passing above two miles we could see two distinct layers of clouds below 
us and dense clouds still above. The view here was much above my 
powers of description. There was present every variety of cloud, in some 
places most harmoniously grouped; but the very hasty glances and but few 
moments I could spare from my instruments, do not enable me to do justice 
to so grand a scene, In some places white cumuli clouds appeared resting oa 
the ground, like huge swans ; a different kind of cumulus detached had some- 
what the appearance of a simultancous discharge of heavy ordnance. In one 
place I connted twelve of these, and in another thirty. No sun was shining 
upon us, but between the first and second layer the sun was shining, and the 
illeminated earth looked like a beautiful garden. Some slate-coloured clouds 
were curved, resting on a base of cumulus. On some clouds there was a 
beautiful blue tinge; over some portions of the landscape a deep violet tinge. 
The shadows of high clouds upon low mist were very fine. Mist was seea 
rising vertically from the earth, and smoke from towns and villages to the 
height of a mile, but with very little horizontal motion. On descending, the 
shadow of the balloon traversing the fields and roads was very dark and intense, 
At this time, while passing over the fields, we disturbed a very large number 
of bares and several foxes, which ran wildly away. Not a single pariridge rose, 
although we afterwards learned they were numerous.” 

It will be remembered that the descent was a very rough one, the balloon 
being torn. Mr. Glaisher thus describes it :— 

“The balloon on leaving was loaded wiih moisture, and rose slowly ; when at 
the height of one mile we had to part with sand to keep us on that level, and 
afterwards more to enable us to ascend. At Sh. 2m. the temperature was 
32 deg., ice beginning to form all over the balloon, and as we rose slowly there 
were frequent jerks or cracks coming fiom the balloon, causing much anxiety 
and the utmost watchfulness. When the temperature was 25dog., Mr. 
Coxwell agitated a thermometer in the neck of the balloon and found the 
temperature of the gas was 29deg. As soon as the gas became clear we 
anxiously and minutely examined the interior of the balloon for any rents, but 
fortunately found it sound everywhere. When the sun shone on the balloon 
an ascending power was given, and then we knew we could reach the desired 
elevation of five or six miles ; but directly afterwards we saw the coast from 
Yarmouth nearly to Hull, with the indentation of the Wash, towards which 
we found we were moving, and whence, at an estimated distance, we were thea 
ten miles. A consultation was held, and it was plain we must descend. 

“ The valve was opened, but the balloon rose, and it required a very free 
use of the valve to get the balloon to turn, to descend. As we came down the 
wind changed, blowing towards the joy tm north of Grantham, aad 
then moved with great rapidity towards Sleaford. At this time we saw the 
trees greatly agitated, and it was evident that the descent would be a rough 
one. I packed up the instruments with wadding, and we both prepared for 
some bumps. When at the elevation of 150 ft., passing very quickly, we had 
to throw out sand to avoid a farmhouse, and could not come down where 
we wished, An open country was before us; the grapnel failed to hold, 
and broke through a hedge; we struck the earth, and rebounded to strike 
again; the grapnel passed through the light earth without exercising 
any influence; we broke through a hedge, and ecverything loose in the 
car bounded about, much to our discomfiture. The balloon stood the 
beating about wonderfully, and no rent at all till she came 
violently down on the earth, when we perceived a long tear come up from 
the place where she struck on the ground. The two sides stood 
out like wings. All the upper part of the balloon remained until finally a 
great rent passed up to the valve, when I expected all would drop down; but 
for the space of a minute the great valve, with its heavy springs, held fifty 
feet high in the air, whilst the whole balloon opened out in one immense sheet, 


| and, kitelike, kept up for perhaps not more than a minute —to me it appeared 


| @ much more considerable length of time ; it then gradually fell to the ground. 


t was most painful to see the noble balloon which had carried us so well so 
much injured. I opened my packages to see, as I expected, the débris of all 
the instruments, but, to my intense surprise, discovered but few broken, the 
greater part remaining uninjured. As to ourselves, we had, of course, a few 
bruises, but none of any consequence. The inconveniences of this desceat 
were, perhaps, as small as could be expected in morning ascents made about 
the time of the equinox.” 

Mr. Giaisher furnishes his usual observations on the changes of tem 
rature,&c. He also made special observations with regard to the actinometric 
effect of the sun's rays, and the reading of the blackened bulb thermometer, 
with ite bulb in the sun’s rays. Also with regard to ozone, regarding which 
he says :— 

« Gaone papers, by Mr. Lowe, of different proportions, were abundantly 
spread about the rigging, and were not coloured at all throughout the journey. 
Ozone powders, by Mr. Lowe, made of wheat starch and iodide of potassium, 
mixed three months ago, were slightly tin when first opened, and were 
unchanged at the height of one mile ; it then increased in colour, and con- 
tinued to increase till noticed at 9h.

MOSELLE WINES.—There are no red wines grown on the 
Moselle.. They all come under the designation of white, which is applied ia 
common to every variety of the delicate straw-tinted wines, It is here, at 
Trarbach, that the moselle mousseux is to be procured in the highest per- 
fection. The manufactpre of sparkling wines is of modern date ia Germany, 


| the first experiment of that kind having been made not more than forty years 





ago, at Esslingen and Heilbronn, from the inferior Neckar grape. It has since 
expanded into a considerable trade, and is now carried on extensively at 
Hockheim, Mayence, and Coblentz. In 1861 the sale of sparkling hock and 
Moselle was estimated at one million bottles, which, although only about a tenth 
of the sale of champagne, may be regarded as a decided evidence of the rapid 
advance they have made in publicfavour. But he who desires to have the genuine 
sparkling wine on his table must take a little trouble to seoure it. When the 
best class of grape is selected for the purpose, a wine is produced equal to the 
highest range of champagne; but the German manufacturers sometimes 
resort to the same process for the sake of passing off their inferior wins 
under the palatable disguise of sweetness and effervescence. It is well known 
also that —— quantities of the poorest German wines are imported into 
France for the purpose of being converted into champagne; a piece 
of roguery which is balanced on the German side by the sale of 
German wines as veritable champagne, with French labels, brands, and 
bottles. A still worse imposition is practised in France, where a spurious 
sparkling moseile is manufactured, and sold in German bottles, bearing the 
names of fictitious German firms. To escape these frauds you must obtain 
your wine through firms on the Continent of established reputation, or, still 
better, from the growers, if you can find out who they are. The names of the 
growers are, in fact, the brands of the genuine wine, and I am sorry my 
information on this point is scanty. As it is difficult to obtain the best 
qualities of any of these wines in small quantities, the safest course is for a few 
private persons to unite and purchase a whole picce direct from the vineyard, 
by which they will be sure not only of getting the pure wine, but of getting it 
at the most moderate price.— Victoria Magazine.

Tue Foca ADJUSTMENT OF THE Eye has been made the 
subject of a series of experiments by Mr. Barnard Proctor, of Newcastle. 
The results appear in the Philosophical Magazine for October, The following 
apparatus was employed :— U pon oe of parallel wooden rods a stage was 
made to slide ; the stage 
each other ; the vertical one carrying a test-object, and the horizontal one a 
taper, The light, being on the stage with the test-object, gave it a constant 
illumination, as they both move together. The eye being placed at one end of 
the rods, the object was between it and the light. The object consisted of a 
slip of glass coated with a thin film of silver or other material, upon which 
fine lines may be scratched so as to transmit light ; on this surface is drawn a 
croes, consisting of fine double lines, the width between the double lines being 
varied according to the observer and the nature of the experiment in hand. 
The focus was considered to be accurate when the fine double lines were 
perceived to be double; and the adjustment was considered imperfect 
when the cross appeared to consist of -—T. lines, or a moultiplicity 
of lines. The test-oly for ascertaining revolving power of the 
eye consisted of two lines diverging at a very acute angle, and supplied 
with an index, showing how many th ths of an inch space there 
were between the lines at 4! part of their length. This object being mae to 
slide behind the perforation in the upright portion of the stage, Men npn | 
at the end where the space is greatest, it was pushed towards the narrow enc 
till the ‘Ines just ceased to be disti ishable as two. The namber of 
thousandths was then read off as an indication of the resolving power of the 
eye. With this apparatus the power of various eyes was tried, and found to 
vary very much, which differences are noted in a tabular form. : cy 
the adjustment of the eye is only partly under command of the will, yet t 
power over it was found to increase by practice, several of the observers being 
able casily to obtain a focus at the end of a few experiments, which they 
could not do readily at the commencement ; and they also gained a facility in 
deciding when the test-object was in perfect focus or the best attainable focus, 
To different observers the appearance of a line out of foous varied, being 
either a faint band with clear edges, a line with misty or a band of two 
or more lines. A line in foous = to one observer like maltiple Linos;

OPENING OF A NEW BRIDGE AT LONDONDERRY, 
His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, having taken an 
extensive tour ——- the wild scenery of the Donegal mountains, 
arrived in Derry on the evening of the 24th ult. Great preparations 
had been made for his reception, Crowds awaited his arrival, which 
was hailed with the greatest enthusiasm. He was received at the 
railway station by the Mayor of Derry, Mr. Alexander Lindsay. 
‘Thence he was conducted to the Townhall, passing under a beautifal 
triumphal arch which had been ervojed at the Ferry Quay-gate, aad 
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followed by an immense crowd of citizens, who filled the diamond, or 
square, in which the Townhall is situated, cheering heartily while he 
was receiving the address of the Corporation and the freedom of the 
city. In the address the Mayor, Aldermen, and burgesses of the city 
of Londonderry, in common council assembled, tendered to his 
Excellency their “ most hearty welcome and sincere congratulations on 
this his first and very auspicious visit to her Majesty's ancient and loyal 
city of Derry. His Worship then presented tothe Lord Lieutenant the 
freedom of the city of Derry. The parchment was inclosed in a 
handsome oak case ornamented with gold-plated brass mouldings, 
and lined inside with fluted blue velvet. The oak of which 
this box is constructed was part of the roof of Londonderry Cathedral, 
which stood the siege of 1688. On the top is a gilt shield, which 
bears, in beautifully ornamental letters, the inscription. Lord Carlisle 
replied in suitable terms to this address, and thanked the citizens of 
Londonderry for the high honour conferred upon him. 

On the following day his Excellency opened the new bridge. This 
bridge spans the Foyle, immediately opposite the town, and is of iron, 
1200 ft. long and 32 ft. broad within the rails. It is divided into two 
platforms, the lower one 
for the railway, which 
will cross the river here 
and join the line from 
Derry to Coleraine and 
Belfast. It is a mag- 
nificent structure, of 
which the Derry people 
may well be proud. 
After the ceremony of 
opening the bridge the 

wd Lieutenant visited 
some public institutions, 
and in the evening he 


was entertained at a 
banquet in the Court- 
house.

Without any delay his Majesty and 
the Prince of Wales took their seats in the Royal carriage which 
had conveyed his Royal Highness to the station, and proceeded to 
Marlborough House, where he will be a guest during his stay in 
London.

The young Monarch, who will not attain his eighteenth year till 
the 24th of next December, looked somewhat pale, and far ; 
robust as the Prince of Wales. 

Immediately after his Majesty's arrival, M. Alex. Ionides, the Greek 
Consul-General, telegraphed to Athens, announcing to the Provisionary 
Government the safe arrival of his Majesty at the English stage of 
his journey. 

His Majesty will visit the Queen at Balmoral, and will leave 
England next week for Paris. After a short stay in that capital 
he will proceed to Toulon, where he will embark for Athena on 
board the Russian frigate Oleg, which has been specially fitted 
up and decorated for the conveyance of King George to his do- 
minions. 

The Royal family and distinguished visitors to this country have

COUNT SPONNECK, 


Tuts gentleman has left the service of Denmark to 
accompany the young King of Greece to the different 
Courts which he is now visiting, particularly the 
three protecting Powers of Greece, and to Athens. 
He was born, in 1815, at the ancient town of 
Ringkjébing, in Jutland, where his father held a 
high civic office. He studied at the Academy of 
Soro, in Sealand, and afterwards at the University 
of Copenhagen, where he took the degree of laws in 
the course of 1836. He took an early interest in 
financial studies, and published some works on 
customs and finance. He entered Government 
service in a financial department, in which he rose 
quickly. In 1848 he was sent as Royal Commis- 
sioner to the last meeting of the Danish Estates, 
and became a member of the Constituent Assembly, 
and, at the fall of the March Ministry, he attained 
the object of his early ambition, the Ministry of 
Finance. Denmark was at that time involved in the 
first war with Germany about the Duchies, and 
it required a firm hand to direct the finances of the 
country so as to keep its established good credit 
unimpaired, in which he perfectly succeeded, At 
the same time many salutary reforms were intro- 
duced in all departments under the ministry of 
finance, including postal and customs service, for 
which the laws were prepared and brought before 
the “Regsdag” or Parliament of Denmark. In the

THE conductors of the Cornhill have this month been less successful 
than usual in catering for their readers. The gem of the number is 
decidedly the first chapter of this month’s instalment of the “Smail 
House at Allington,” where the miseries poor Crosbie’s treachery and 
snobbishness have brought upon him are set forth with a sarcastic 
verve worthy of Thackeray at his best. Heavy as Crosbie’s offences 
have been, we fancy Mr. Trollope will yet prove too good-natured to 
doom him to expiate them by marrying with the De Guest family. 
The next chapter brings us back to that useless and disagreeable 
excrescence on the story—the Lupex episode ; and the third, though 
simple and pretty, is more in the line of the authoress 
of “Out of the World,” than Mr. Trollope’s. This latter story, 
concluded in this number, justifies our apprehension that it would 
prove a tale of domestic woe, but is relieved by considerable powers 
of observation and description from the dreariness incidental to this 
uncomfortable class of narrative. “Eveleen O'Connor” is a slight, 
unpretending story, affecting in its naturalness and simplicity. We 
presume it is Mr. Lewes who, infandum renovans dolorem, discourses 
of the miseries he endured in the days when he sought to command 
the applause of listening theatres. The paper is lively, clever, and a 
very neat exhibition of the hopeless degeneracy of the modern stage, 
not from any absence of histrionic ability, but from the mechanical 
routine to which actors are enslaved, and the deficiency of refined 
eesthetic feeling.

“Vincenzo” is continued in the usual key ; its interest is not 
that of a novel, but of a very accurate exhibition of the influence of 
Italian politics upon family life. We learn from an advertisement 
that this fiction will shortly give place to another from the pen of 
Mr. Henry Kingsley—a welcome announcement, if Mr. Kingsley will 
but avoid the mistake of making his story too long, and will con- 
descend to bestow greater pains upon its construction than he seems 
to have thought his last novel worth. A series of papers, entitled 
“Dead Men whom I have Known,” by Professor Masson, will also 
form one of the chief attractions of the new volume. 

Fraser is also very good this month. Of two political articles on 
the “‘ American and Colonial Questions” the first is distinguished by 
a much more moderate tone than used to prevail in Fraser's disqui- 
sitions on this subject ; the second is really statesman-like. There is 
a valuable paper on the “ Physical Geography of the Bottom of the 
Atlantic, in connection with the Atlantic Cable.” The writer recom- 
mends that the next attempt should be made from Galway. 
the essay on the second part of Goethe’s “ Faust” original, it would 
be the most remarkable contribution to the magazine literature of the 
month. We apprehend, however, that it is principally made up from 
German sources, in which case considerable judgment must have been 
shown in the selection. The poem analysed stands alone in literature, 
and, considered as the work of a very aged poet, must be pronounced far 
more worthy of his fame than could possibly have been expected. We 
cannot, however, agree with this criticthat it forms a satisfactory sequel 
to the first part, and must always regret that Goethe did not commence 
it before his imagination had become chilled by too exclusive a devotion 
to archzeological and scientific pursuits, and the diminution of original 
creative power had driven him to take refuge in allegory. Certain 
portions are undoubtedly admirable, and the whole much more worthy 
of study than is usually supposed in England. Two pleasant papers 
of travel round off an attractive number: one a record of a sketching 
tour in Moselle-land ; the other a record of African experience by a 
gentleman who has eaten lions in an Arab tent. The flesh of the 
king of beasts is described as “ like poor, stringy, ill-flavoured veal.” 

The Victoria also has a paper on the Moselle country, as pleasantly, 
though not quite so graphically, written as Fraser's. Mr. Senior's 
Journal is continued. The only other paper of much interest is an 
account of the Swedish Crichton, Olans Rudbeck, best remembered 
by a voluminous work written to prove that the classical mythology 
was entirely derived from Sweden! Miss Rowan takes the Scan- 
dinavian philosopher too nearly at the valuation of his countrymen ; 
nevertheless, his name merits to be rescued from oblivion, and her 
article is very meritorious. Wedo not believe, however, that anybody 
but a Swede ever paid any serious attention to Rudbeck’'s ethnological 
reveries, or, consequently, that the “ Atlantica” at any time “ revo- 
lutionised the historic faith of Europe.” 

Blackwood commences a new tale—“ Tony Foster.” The scene is 
laid in Ireland, and the story seems to promise well. “ The Chronicles 
of Carlingford” are ably continued, and “ Caxtoniana” are wound up 
to the relief of many bored ones. It is possible, as Sir Edward 
Bulwer suggests, that a kindly feeling for auld lang syne may induce 
many old readers of his novels to place these dull disquisitions on their 
shelves ; but this will hardly be with a view of taking them down again. 
There is a very interesting historical account of eanow School ; a 
discriminating criticism on Sheridan Knowles, a name not to be 
mentioned without respect and the pious wish that he had been 
either more of a — or of a playwright ; and an article on Italian 
politics written from the Conservative point of view. The author 
justly ascribes the fall of the dethroned dynasties in great measure to 
the imbecility of their Ministers and Generals, but does not appear to 
see that this inability to enlist energy or talent in their support was 
the surest token that they were themselves utterly effete. 

The Dublin University has two fictions of a description once suf- 
ficiently common in periodical literature, but now almost peculiar to 
itself—the ideal story which aims at producing a poetical effect 
without any very nice regard to probability—the literary counterpart 
of the landscapes of Turner or Danby. e must confess to a par- 
tiality for this unfashionable variety of fiction, and to having found 
* Alastor and Eola’’ very refreshing after the painful accuracy of the 
novelist of real life. “The Cross before the Name” continues in- 
teresting, though laboured. “ Wylder’s Hand” is getting confused, 
and the reader tires of waiting for a catastrophe which never arrives.

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COLUMN FOR THE CURIOUS. 


THE Guildhall, or “Townhall,” of the city of London, where the 
principal Corporation business is transacted and its magnificent hos- 
pitality exercised, has now served these purposes through four cen- 
turies and a half. Thither the Aldermen removed from their “old 
little cottage in Aldermanberie-street,” the cost of building the “ fair 
and goodly house being defrayed by benevolences, fines, and amerce- 
ments; several mayors’ contributed; and Sir John Shaw, who was 
knighted on Bosworth Field, gave in the Great Hall the first Mayor’s 
feast. In the Great Fire of 1666 the hall was burnt to the walls, 
which are of such solidity that they stood in the flames “in a bright 
and shining coal, as if it had been a palace of gold or a great build- 
ing of burnished brass.” After the Fire the hall was repaired nearly 
as we now see it. In 1789 the enriched southern front was taken 
down (except the ancient porch) and the present heterogeneous 
facade substituted by Dance. In 1822 was removed Whittington’s 
Chapel, on the east, the fine statues from which were given to Banks, 
the sculptor ; they are now, it is believed, in Dorsetshire. The Great 
Hall is internally decorated in coarse imitation of the nave of 
Winchester Cathedral. After the Fire the present flat and square 
panelled ceiling was laid in place of the ancient roof, under Wren’s 
directions. About the hall the offices connected with it have from 
time to time been constructed or altered. The crypt is the only intact 
portion of the ancient edifice. In the chambers and offices all sorts 
of styles and decorations of all periods prevail—poor Gothic and 
painted ceiling, and marble sculpture and mean wall-decoration ; the 
floors are of various levels; besides which, the law courts, the most 
recent additions, are so badly constructed as to be everlastin gly con- 
demned by judges and juries. The area of the premises must be very 
considerable ; but, through four centuries, uniformity of plan has been 
disregarded ; the whole establishment is costly but inconvenient, and 
but for the Great Hall, the scene of many striking and picturesque 
events in our history, Guildhall would be a comparatively unin- 
teresting place. However, its improvement, or re-arrangement of the 
premises, has long been agitated in the City: a Gothic roof was 
modelled several years since. We are glad to see that it has been 
resolved to ascertain the entire area of the Guildhall site, with a view 
to reconstruct or alter the existing buildings, so as better to adapt them 
to the business of the Corporation, and also obviate the necessity of 
incurring expenses for special entertainment, or otherwise. We 
hope to see this measure well carried into effect. At a moment when 
spacious and handsome buildings for public purposes are provided in 
every large town in the empire it is a scandal to the city of London 
that its Guildhall should, in architectural status, bear about the same 
relation to the Townhall of its period that a West-end chapel of 
carpenters’ Gothic has to Westminster Abbey. 

It is — that advantage will be taken of the removal of Messrs. 
Robarts, Lubbock, and Co.'s banking-house at the eastern entrance of 
the Poultry to widen Mansion-house-street, at its junction with the 
new street from Blackfriars, at a place where no fewer than five great 
ay en from the east, north, and south now meet and radiate.

At Pershore Abbey Church, in Worcestershire, infdigging round 
the foundations, have been unearthed the remains of a tesselated 
pavement, once the floor of the north wing of the church; and in 
St. Edgar's Chapel have been found similar remains, but in better 
preservation—men with bows and arrows, lions, deer, &c., being 
depicted on the pavement. The whole is to be taken up and replaced 
in the interior of the church. 

Agents of the Kent Archmological Society have been actively 
engaged of late in opening several ancient graves at the village of Sarre, 
in the Isle of Thanet, near the mill, a little eastward of the present 
parochial burial-ground. Here, in a field, Anglo-Saxon remains had 
from time to time been discovered, and at length a thorough explor- 
ation was resolved on. Numerous swords, daggers, centres of 
shields, medals, gold coins, crystals, earthenware vessels, &c., have 
been found ; and in several instances swords and spears were lying close 
beside the human remains, at a depth of about 4 ft. Several Roman 
coins and rings, and other ornaments, have also been discovered. In 
olden times Sarre must have been an important place, as it is not 
only on the bend of the mainland, midway between Richborough and 
Reculver, but is believed to have been the principal ferry for pas- 
sengers between Thanet and Canterbury. That able antiquary, Mr. 
Roach Smith, has illustrated the ancient history of this locality very 
carefully. He has visited the scene of operations at Sarre, so that 
the subject is in very competent hands. 

The historical inn, the George and Blue Boar, in Holborn, is forth- 
with to be taken down: here Charles I.’s letter was intercepted by 
Cromwell and Ireton. We see also that the proposition to open a 
thoroughfare from Holborn to Lincoln’s-inn-fields, through Little 
Turnstile, has been negatived by the Metropolitan Board of Works 
on account of the expense, £30,000, and the more pressing urgency of 
other works; but we agree with Mr. Alderman Lawrence (Lord 
Mayor — that the cost is not so great as to outweigh the benefits. 
It is certainly extraordinary that so fine a spot as Lincoln’s-inn-fields 
should have no public thoroughfare for carriages. Yet, here of old 
lived many eminent persons in noble mansions, some with Inigo 
Jones's work, It was also a place of execution: the pillory was set 
up here so lately as 1808, The Turnstiles, Great and Little, carry us 
back to “the fields,” they being placed both for the convenience of 
foot-passengers and to prevent the straying of cattle, the fields being 
at that period used for urage. Even New Turnstile is as old as 
the Bill of Rights (1688). The well-planted area or garden has often 
been threatened with an incubus of bricks and mortar: it has only 
= escaped such a fate ; and, as if to commemorate this incident, we 

ve, at the north-west angle of the fields, one of the most picturesque 
drinking-fountains in the metropolis.

Sack and walnuts were formerly a sort of 
state treat. Sheriff Hoare, 1740-1, in his manuscript journal, tells us 
that on the 28th of September, after heand his brother Sheriff had taken 
one of the City gaols, they “were invited, according to custom, to 
an adjoining tavern, and there k of an entertainment of sack 
and walnu ided by the aforesaid keepers of the prisons.” At 
the end of year of office he also says :—“ After being regaled 
with sack and walnuts, I returned to my own house in my private 
capacity, to my great consolation and comfort.” It is stated that 
with the walnuts were formerly provided wooden hammers to crack

THE long-talked-of balloon of the “ Société Générale d’Aérostat'on 
et d’Autolocomotion Aérienne” made its début on Sunday 
Paris, in the plain of the Champ de Mars, the immense

constructed enabled us to verify the exactitude of 
the assertions in the broadsides, which informed the 
public that “ Le Géant” was 90 metres (nearly 100 
yards) in circumference, and 180 feet in height. A 
notion of its size relatively to other balloons may be 
formed from the fact that the “Giant” required 
6008 cubic metres of gas to inflate it, or 3508 metres 
more than that employed in 1837 for the inflation of 
Delcourt’s monster balloon, the largest on record up 
to that time. 

The “ Giant,” as projected, and as represented in 
our Engraving, is composed of three parts :—Firstly, 
of a balloon consisting of two thicknesses of white 
silk of identical quality, sewn entirely by hand 
and double-stitched (the labour required for the

travellers, and another compartment at the opposite extremity with 
three beds. The entire car is provided with an inflated indiarubber 
lining, so as to render submersion impossible. 

The “ Giant,” for the construction of which 20,000 yards of white 
silk, at six shillings a yard, was required, has been produced under the 
active superintendence of M. Nadar, of the Boulevard des Capucines, 
who asserts that he has discovered, or will discover, the means of 
travelling in the air by the employment of the screw-propeller. The 
“Giant” has only been created as a means for gaining sufficient 
money by its exhibition and voyages to enable him to carry out his 
confidently-expressed ideas with respect to his new system of 
Aerostation; and, in order to keep public attention fixed on this 
important subject, the energetic Nadar has also founded a new 
monthly journal, entitled L’Aeronaute, the first number of which was 
published on the appearance of “ Le Géant” in the Champ de Mars 
on Sunday last. 

On the occasion of the first ascent of this giant balloon the Captain 
N. [adar] was assisted by two celebrated French aeronauts, the 
brothers Godard, at whose suggestion the second portion of the 
balloon (the compensator) was prepared; but for want of the neces- 
sary time, as night was approaching, not employed for the first 
ascent. For this reason some disappointment was expressed, as it wes 
evident that without the compensator the duration of the voyage would 
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not be prolonged beyond 
the ordinary limits ; and 
the voyageurs, who had 
paid a thousand francs 
on the anticipation of a 
trip either to China or to 
St. Petersburg, as M. 
Nadar had insinuated, 
would have to console 
themselves by a reperusal 
of the announcement 
that “la durée du voyage 
n'est pas limitée. 

Pecuniarily, the first 
appearance of the giant 
balloon was a decided 
success. Thirteen per- 
sons made the ascent ; 
amongst them were a 
lady (the Princesse de la 
Tour d'Auvergne) and a 
negro. But the great 
source of profit arose 
from the prices paid for 
admission to the Champ 
de Mars, for which the 
enormous amount of 
600,000 francs’ worth of 
tickets were printed, and 
to be had beforehand at 
the Bureau de Tabac. 
If only one fourth of 
these tickets, at one and 
two francs each, were 
sold—and that is a very 
modest estimate, judging 
from the immense con- 
course of people within 
the inclosures—the ad- 
ministration of the 
Société d’Autolocomoto- 
aérostation must have 
cleared six thousand 
pounds towards their 
expenses.

He is succeeded by his 
eldest son, James, Master of Sinclair, now thirteenth Baron Sinclair, late a 
Captain in the Grenadier Guards, who was born July 3, 1803, and married, 
Sept. 14, 1830, Jane, eldest daughter of Archibald Little, Esq., of Shabden 
Park, Surrey, and has a family of four sons and one daughter, of whom the 
eldest son, Charles William, now Master of Sinclair, is a Major in the Army. 
The illustrious family of St. Clair, or Sinclair, of Roslyn, derives in the female

The barony of Sinclair (created: 1449, renewed 1677) 
was first held by these St. Clairs of Roslyn, and from them, pursuant to the 
remainder in the second patent granted by Charles I1., it passed to the no less 
ancient house of St. Clair of Hermandaton, it being inherited de jure, in 1762, 
by Charles St. Clair, of Hermandston, whose grandson, the Peer just deceased, 
had, as above stated, his right to the historic and time-honoured barony of 
Sinclair confirmed by the House of Lords eighty-one years ago, and his own pos- 
session of the barony, whether de jure or de facto, has been only thirteen years 
short of a century. 





SIR WILLIAM BELLAIRS, 

Sir William Bellairs, of Malbarton Lodge, Norfolk, who died on the 2nd inst., 
was a scion of the very old family of De Beler, or Beliairs, of Kirkby Bellairs. 
He was the fourth son of Abel Walford Bellairs, E-q., of Uffington, in the 
county of Lincoln, and Billesdon, in the county of Leicester, by his wife, 
Susanna, daughter of Miles Lowley, Esq., of Oakham. He was born in 1793, 
and was formerly an officer in the 15th Hussars, and a contemporary of Sir 
Robert Wilson, Sir Josias Clotté, Sir Colquhoun Grant, Sir William Byam, Sir 
Joseph Thackwell, and Sir Lovell Lovell, all of whom served side by side in the 
days when the regiment won for itself the title of “ The Fighting Fifteenth.” 
Bellairs shared in the glories of Vittoria, the Pyrenees, Pampeluna, Orthes, 
Tarbes, Toulouse, and many other actions of minor importance. He was aleo 
in the campaign of 1815, and had a horse killed under him at Quatre Bras, and 
two severely wounded at Waterloo. He received two medals, one for the 
Peninsula, and one for Waterloo. He was knighted in 1848. He was Exon of 
the Yeomen of the Queen’s Guard from 1837 to 1849. Sir William married, in 
1822, Cassandra, daughter and heiress of Edmund Hooke, Esq., of Mulbarton 
Lodge, and had issue three sons, all officers of rank in the British Army.
